It was concluded that 
there was not sufficient basis for such a finding and therefore the occasion 
did not arise fear takin g steps to prevent their depart ure from the United 
States. 

A Question also arises as to whether it vas proper for a Soviet 
representative to be present at an interview erf the seaman conducted at 
the airport by the ^Migration and naturalisation Service at the time of 
their departure. The Soviet representative identified himself as an official 
of that governaent and consequently# in accordance with establiahed practice,
